Wore you passing along Highway No. 133, ahout seven miles 
south-wost of Crossett, Arkansas, you would probably. oxclaim, 
"Oh, what beautiful scenery!", Yes, you would be observing a 
vast pine forest of trees large and tall; and if, by chance, 
you detoured to the right and went about a quarter of a mile 
you would discover all alone in a laryje grove of hickory and | 
cedar trees, almost hidden by their leafy branches, a small 
church ‘called Hickory Grove. Were you to halt, get out ana 
take a look, you would seo scattered among these hickorys and 
cedars, white tombstones erected in momory of both young and 
Old. Some of these tombstones will date as far back as the 
yoar 1867. Probably some of these old timers who are buried 
there remembered "When the stars fell" in 1832. Many of them 
served in the Civil War, 


Through this cemetery runs a small branch. Some have said, 
in a joking way, that on the south side of this small branch 
are buried people who belonged to the Baptists, while on the 
north side were buried Methodists. 


Now, this same little church that stands so calmly still 
there has not been there always. Long years ago, soon after 
the Civil war, during the reconstruction period, religious 
people of this community became eager for a place to worship 
God. lir. L. Lang, who resides nearost this particular spot, 
contributed enough land to build a Methodist and Baptist church 
on. He also contributed lands for the cemetery. <A short time 
after he had done this different members of the conmunity helped 
to erect a small church of crudely sawed lumber. For benches 
they used hewed logs. After the church was completed and fur-~ 
nished in 1867, these old people enjoyed some of the "old time 
religion" that we've heard and sung about. 


“But, about twenty-five years later this little church began: 
to fall. They erected another one of practically the same 
material as the one before. This one lasted only about ten 
years. Then they buiot the one that now stands. For a long 
time they worshiped in this church. Then somehow the members 
drifted apart and services were held thero no longer. Somo 
have wondered why no services wero held Lhero, except those 
of funerals, for about ton years, while others have had some 
Shostly ideas, Thoy have thought that an insane man who lived 
near the church haunted it, and people were afraid to go near. 


Finally, this suporstition lifted from peoples minds and 
they have gone back to this little church, organized it, ap- 
pointed a pastor, gainod many now members, and are again en- 
joying the "Old time religion" that we've heard and sung about.

Page 183-185 Articles of Agreement 


Act of Agreement entered into this 22nd day of Sep 1857 between William M. C. 
MIMS of the County of Harrison State of Texas and Lucy RANDAL of the County of 
Loundes State of Mississippi: 


Witnesseth that the said parties having in contemplation on intermarriage which 
will take place and be solemnized between them unless prevented by some unforeseen 
cause and the parties being desirous of making the provisions hereinafter set forth 
do hereby agree to contract stipulate and covenant each with the other as follows: 


The said Lucy RANDLE (sic) shall upon the consummation of the marriage aforesaid 
stand in relation to the property of the said William M. C. MIMS as one of the 
children of said William M. C. MIMS and shall upon the death of said William she 
surviving be entitled to and shall receive and have of the property of the said 
William a share or portion equal in value to a child part, the share or portion 
to be measured ascertained and set apart to her with reference to the number of 
children of said William who shall at the time of his death be entitled as heirs 
or distributees embracing the children by the previous marriage of said William 
and such as he may have by the marriage aforesaid number being added to the number 
of children and each share or portion being regarded as equal in value. The said 
share or portion to be ascertained and set apart to and vest in severally in the 
said Lucy RANDLE upon and after the death of said William she surviving him and 
out of the property of the said William as it shall then be Lucy RANDLE: Never- 
theless it is not the intention of these articles to interfere with or to in any 
wide embarrass the said William in the free and uncontrolled use management control 
his power to change exchange sell or otherwise dispose of any or all of his property 
which he now has or may acquire according to the dictates of his own discretion, 
these articles being entered into with full confidence in the good management and 
control of the said William and that his management and control being free and 
untrammeled will promote the interest and wellfare of all concerned. The said 
Lucy RANDLE will receive and accept the aforesaid in lieu and satisfaction of her 
dowry.
